Spring signals the beginning of the 


summer construction season, which 
will Include improvements, repairs 
and maintenance 
work, on many 


streets and roads In the Elk'Grove 
Village area this year. 


Local officials are expected to car- 


mark about $203,000 for work on vil- 
lage streets that will include patching 
or resurfacing some routes and repl- 
acing sidewalks and curbs. 


Streets Supt. Jack Andrews said a 


list of priority projects is being re- 
viewed by village officials along with 
the department's request for funds. 
The streets budget for 1975-76 has 
been discussed by the village board's 
budget committee and is slated for 
further discussion, at a Wednesday 
night meeting. 


In addition to local repairs, Elk 


Grove Township officials have budg- 
eted $60,000 for construction 
and 


maintenance of roads. Construction of 
a $20,000 culvert and bridge over Hig- 
gins Creek on Hamilton Road in the 
Elk Grove Village Centex Industrial 
Pork Is 'the major project planned. 
The bridge will connect Hamilton 
Road, which previously deadcnded at 
the creek from both directions. 


ELK GROVE Village residents also 


will benefit from the $2.5 million coun- 
ty project under way to widen Devon 
Avenue from two to four lanes be- 
tween Arlington Heights and Rohl- 
wlng roads. 


Along with the work on Devon Ave- 


nue, which is expected to be com- 
pleted early in 1976, village trustees 
have asked the county to widen Nerge 
Road from two to four lanes between 
Rohlwing and Meacham roads In the 
samo area. 


Homeowners who live north and 


south of Nerge have complained that 
rush-hour drivers cut through their 
neighborhoods to avoid the congestion 
that jams the main route every day.

ect. Hanses, a Navy veteran and avid sailor, 
expects to finish the boat by the end of summer 
and plans to launch it early next spring. 


Latter-day Noah 


Ralph Hanses encounters gibes, praise and help 
as he prepares his concrete boat for christening

Have you heard the one about the concrete boat? 
Ralph Hanses has — a million times. During the three 


years he has been-building a cement boat in his back- 
yard, the 29-year-old Arlington Heights resident said 
jokes have become "a continual thing." 


"People call It 'the Sakrete wonder' and things like 


that. They're always telling me it will sink," he said. 
Hanses also has earned the nickname 'Cappy' from 
family and friends and said people "call me Noah when 
it rains a lot." 


The partially completed 45-foot catch-rig sailboat 


looks like an ark with the concrete hull towering above 
trees and bushes in the backyard. When finished, the 
boat will weigh close to 20 tons. 


Armed with blueprints purchased from a New Zea- 


land naval architect, Hanses has spent weekday eve- 
nings and weekends working on the boat. 


"I knew when I started it would take two or three 


years. It's just a challenge — it's part of my nature — I 
love to do that kind of thing," he said. 


HANSES GOT the idea of building the boat while 


serving in the U.S. Navy. He saw his first concrete boat 
in a Vancouver, B.C. Canada shipyard and spent much 
of his time there researching the project. He also spent 
two years studying shipbuilding and concrete building. 


"I've spent a lot of time trying to figure out the blue- 


prints. The plans ore vague and sometimes they leave a 
lot to be desired," he said. 


One of Hanses' biggest problems Is contending with 


curious passersby. "Everybody's inquisitive — they ask 
a thousand questions," he said. 
x 


Because of the number of people stopping to ask ques- 


tions, Hanses doesn't want his address in print. He said 
anyone interested In seeing the boat could call him 
weekdays at 439-5300. 


"If I have time, I'm more than happy to answer ques- 


tions. But sometimes, like when I'm welding, I'd rather 
not have people around," he said. 


NEIGHBORS HAVE been "super cooperative," Han- 


scs said, adding that many of them stop by to "help me 
do things." 


"I checked with them before I started building the 


boat and I try not to work late at night when it would 
disturb people," he said. 


Hanses already has spent $20,000 on the project, in- 


cluding the costs of 18,00 pounds of cement and im- 
ported Belgium mesh for the hull. When completed, the 
boat will feature a split cabin design with sleeping facil- 
ities for nine, two baths and a galley. It will be outfitted 
with Honduras mahogany, white oak and bronze fit- 
tings. 


"I've already had offers for the boat but I haven't 


thought about selling it," he said. Hanses estimates the 
boat would cost up to $120,000 commercially, adding 
that everything Is "handmade." 


THE BOAT should be finished by the end of summer 


and Hanses said he plans to launch it on the Great 
Lakes next spring. 


Despite the skepticism of some observers, he has no 


doubts about the final project. 


"I'm completely confident it will float," he said. 


Builder hired wife of an ex-mayor

Lovttt and Sons, Inc. — a major 


Buffalo Grove housing developer — 
hired the wife of former Village Pres. 
Gary Armstrong to decorate the firm's 
model homes in a Now Lenox, III., 
subdivision, a Herald Investigation 
has disclosed. 


Lovltt and Sons Inc. apparently 


paid her several thousand dollars for 
tho work In 1D72 at a time Levitt was 
seeking village approval for Its 
Strathmoro Grove development In. 
Buffalo Grove. 
. Both Armstrong and his wife, Dcdo, 
denied any wrongdoing. Armstrong 
was defeated last month In his bid for 
reelection to a second term and left 
office April 21. Mrs. Armstrong Is a 
Buffalo Grovo Pork District commis- 
sioner. 


"Wo didn't do ono thing wrong," he 


said In an interview. "If wo did not 
violate tho public trust, this story has 
no business being in tho paper, and 
wo have not." 


Armstrong and his wlfo refused to 


disclose tho amount Levitt paid her 
decorating firm, Interiors by Dcdo. 
Lovltt now Is known as Lovltt Resi- 
dential Communities, Inc. 


BUT ROBERT T. CRAIG, a former 


DEDE ARMSTRONG 


Levitt vice president and regional 
manager, sold "she gave us a low fig- 
ure, something like $500 a house, and 
she was willing to work in a tight 
time frame." 


Craig sold Lovltt had difficulty in 


1972 
finding a decorator willing to 


travel to Its Greenbriar development 
in Now Lenox, oast of Jollot. 


Of two Chicago-area decorators the 


firm used, he said, one turned down 
the job in New Lenox and tho other 
was too high-priced. Levitt also has 
developments in Schaumburg and Na- 
pe rville. 


Mrs. Armstrong said in the inter- 


view that she was approached by 
Craig and asked to submit a bid for 
the New Lenox job. Craig said Levitt 
attorneys approved the deal because 
Interiors by Dede was low bidder and 
the bids could be documented. 


"I was always Impressed by Gary," 


said Craig, now an executive with the 
Florida real estate division of Gulf Oil 
Co. "He was honest and professional. 
There was never any thought that 
(the decorating job) would influence 
our work In Buffalo Grove." 


Levitt submitted plans for annexa- 


tion and rczonlng of its Strathmore 
Grove subdivision in July 1972. Ap- 
proval of final plans was given by the 
Buffalo Grove Village Board in Octo- 
ber 1973. 


IN A U G U S T 1972, Armstrong 


created a .controversy when he an- 
nounced he had accepted a job as 
marketing director for James Otis De- 
velopment Co., another Buffalo Grove 
developer.

He said he- quit the job after three 


or four weeks because of protests by 
village residents. 


At that time, Armstrong also dis- 


closed that he earlier had been of- 
fered a job by Levitt. But Levitt offi- 
cials became concerned about his vil- 
lage post and asked him to resign as 
village president, Armstrong said In 


the interview. When he refused, the 
job offer was withdrawn, he said. 


'Armstrong said the loss of the jobs 


cost him at least $50,000. 


"I can prove to you how much that 


decision to remain as village president 
has cost us," he said, adding that the 
loss of potential income was made 
worse by depleting of family savings 
while he was unemployed. 


Both Armstrong 
and 
his 
wife 


worked on the New Lenox decorating 
project, they said. Armstrong said he 
works on most of her decorating jobs. 
"It's a hobby for me," he said. 


ARMSTRONG ALSO disclosed In 


the Interview that Interiors by Dede 
has done work'for Grand Spaulding 
Dodge, Dundee and Arlington Heights 
Roads, and Stan Lieberman Realty, 
Inc., 150 W. Dundee Rd. 


Both firms received rezonings from 


the village board during Armstrong's 
term as village president. Ha was 
elected to the top village post in 1971. 


"We're entitled to earn a living in 


that damn town," Armstrong said. 


Robert Brandwein, acting regional 


manager for Levitt, confirmed last 
week that the Armstrong firm had

Rebate checks 
are on the ivay! 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Income- 


tax rebates, Uncle Sam's anti-reces- 
sion bonus to luro tight-fisted con- 
sumers into tiie marketplace once 
again, will dart flowing to the public 
this week. 


The first checks, worth between 


$100 and $200 to most taxpayers, will 
be mailed Thursday. In the first week 
of the operation, the Treasury Dcpt.'s 
regional disbursing offices plan to send 
out 13.7 million of the green govern- 
ment checks worth a combined $1.7 
billion. 


Tho first recipients will be those 


conscientious persons who heeded tho 
Internal Revenue Service's advice to 
file their 1974 federal tax returns ear- 
ly. 


IF YOU MAILED your return in 


January, a rebate check should be In 
your hands in the next week or so. 


Late filers who flirted with the April 


15 deadline will not see their rebates 
until Juno or early July. By that tune, 
some 66.8 million Americans will have 
received rebate checks worth a com- 
bined $8.1 billion. 


When other benefits of tho tax cut 


package signed, in late March by 
President Ford 'are added in — in- 
cluding lower withholding on~1975 fed- 
eral taxes and a $50 bonus payment to 
Social Security recipients — about $19 
billion will have been returned to con- 
sumers in the next few months. 


Government economists who have 


charted the results of previous tax 
cuts are betting that most of this mon- 
ey will be spent on new cars, appli- 
ances, clothing and other goods. If 
this proves true, it will be a powerful • 
shot In the arm for the sluggish econo- 
my in the form of increased demand. 
This should boost production and 
create Jobs for some of the 8 million 
unemployed. 


HOWEVER, if consumers remain 


cautious about the future and bank 
their rebates or use the money to pay 
bills, the recession could drag on 
months longer. 


Those who filed early and are also 


due a refund on their 1874 tax bill will 
get two checks in the mall — a refund 
and a rebate. Late filers will get one 
check with a note explaining how 
much is refund and how much rebate. 


Tho multi-blUion-dollar rebate oper- 


ation has been relatively troublefrce, 
IRS officials say. "We were geared up 
for this," a spokesman said. "The 
brunt of the burden fell on our com- 
puters and they were quite capable of 
handling it." 


To figure individual rebates, the IRS 


went to its master file at Martinsburg 
W.Va., and reran the computer tapes 
covering 1974 returns. The figures 
were then feiven to the Treasury De- 
partment, which has responsibility for

Americans say most new cars are 'overpriced? 


DETROIT (UPI) — Americans have several clear 


explanations (or slumping auto sales: They don't need a 
now car now, and even If they did, most feel cars are 
overpriced. 


According to a national survey by The Detroit Free 


Press, there Is very Uttlo sympathy (or the plight of the 
auto Industry. Most of those questioned feel Americans 
are being cheated by current auto prices and blame the 
prices (or the sales slump. 


General Motors said a special unemployment fund 


that helps 55,000 lald-of( workers collect up to 95 per 
cent of their regular take-homo pay is expected to run 
dry after this week's checks are moiled. A similar fund 
at the Chrysler Corp. ran dry In mid-March. 


Auto sales seem to bo drying up as fast as the special 


fund. Domestic solos (or April ore expected to be down 
27 per cent from last year's energy crisis-depressed 
level, while Import sales should show a 16 per cent 
gain. 


The Free Press said Instead of buying a new car 


simply to hove a new automobile, 53 per cent of those 
questioned said they only would buy a car if they really 
needed it The two main reasons for not buying a car 
were the lack of need (58 per cent) and high prices (36 
per cent). 


Half the people surveyed thought buying a new cor 


would help the economy, but only 8 per cent said they 
were prepared to buy a new car this year. 


But nearly half those questioned (46.1 per cent) said 


they believed American-made cars are a better value 
than imported cars. About one-fourth (27.7 per cent) 
felt the imports were better.

In "Fortune 500" history, Exxon Corp. — not General 
Motors — heads Fortune Magazine's prestige list of the 
nation's top 50 Industrial corporations.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Experts 


believe the recession Is "bottoming 
out," and that Inflation's back Is bro- 
ken at least temporarily. 


UPI's monthly compilation of In- 


dicators bears out the latter con- 
tention, which some economists pre- 
dict will result In on annual inflation 
rate of 6 to 7 per cent this year, in 
contrast to Ifl74's 12.4 per cent.

U.S. expected to pull out of Thailand 
Viet Cong release Minh, 18 others

The Viet Cong radio said Sunday 


that Duong Van "Big" Minh, who sur- 
rendered Saigon to the Communists in 
the last act of his two-day presidency 
of South Vietnam, and 18 other former 
lop government officials arc being re- 
leased from custody. 


In Paris, the French Foreign Min- 


istry sold its embassy in Saigon has 
reported that all foreigners In the 
city, Including 33 newsmen, are being 
treated well and can travel through- 
out Saigon without restriction. 


The spokesman said the embassy 


had reported that the foreign Journal- 
1st* were frco to move throughout the 
dty. 


The ministry also announced, how- 


ever, that photographer Michel Lau- 
rent of the Gamma agency had been 
found shot to death north of Saigon 
and Journalist Christian Hocho of the 
newspaper Lo Figaro was hospitalized 


In good condition. Both men were last 
seen more than a week ago. 


Radio Saigon said the decision to 


let Minh and the others return to their 
families was made after a meeting of 
tho officials with the "military man- 
agement committee" that Is adminis- 
tering tho capital. 


Tho It-man committee is headed by 


Col. Gen. Tran Van Tra, a North Viet- 
namese army soldier who is the top 
Communist commander In South Viet- 
nam. Tho broadcast did not say where 
or how tho officials were detained. 


Although the broadcast took o con- 


ciliatory tone In tho announcement, 
monitored In Bangkok, it also ordered 
former members of tho South Viet- 
namese general military staff to turn 
themselves In or face death. 


Radio Hanoi, meanwhile, broadcast 


the text of a" diplomatic note it said 
had been sent to Thailand supporting 


the Viet Cong's demand that ships 
and planes brought to that country by 
fleeing refugees be sent back. 


The note said it hoped that Thailand 


would honor the request "for the sake 
of tho common peace in the region." 
It added that "the Thai government's 
correct attitude on this question will 
constitute an important contribution" 
to peace and to future relations be- 
tween the two countries. 


Liberation radio also announced 


that Saigon's first newspaper since all 
publications were suspended after the 
surrender Wednesday would be on the 
street within hours.

Last refugees 
head for Guam; 
2,000 enter U.S. 


by United Press International 


The last 60,000 refugees from Viet- 


nam were steaming for Guam while 
another 10,000, taken from the ship to 
ease overcrowding, flew on ahead. 


The 60,000 — South Vietnamese, 


Americans and other nationals — 
were sailing on U.S. Naval, merchant 
and South Vietnamese ships. 


At Camp Pendleton, Calif., an esti- 


mated 1,810 refugees were due before 
sundown Sunday and at Eglin Air 
Force base, Fla., 374 arrived Sunday 
with another 634 expected today. 


An estimated 900 Cambodian refu- 


gees are "lost" somewhere east of 
Pendleton. "We know they are com- 
ing down the tube," a Marine spokes- 
man said. "But we don't know where 
they are now or when they'll arrive." 


The first arrivals in the Florida 


panhandle landed at Eglin at 6:40 
a.m. while the Niceville High School 
band played "God Bless America." 
They were conservatively dressed and 
for the most part middle class. 


They brought with them the appre- 


hension of what would happen to those 
they left behind. 


The first man off the plane, Dr. 


Phama Huu Thuoc, said he left with 
only his wife, son and daughter. "I 
left on short notice — two hours — so 
I didn't have a chance to sea my 
mother and father." He said he did 
not think the Communists would pun- 
ish them because "they are very old." 


However a woman who worked for 


Pan American Airways in Vietnam, 
Dao Baoh Lan, 30, was worried about 
her parents. 


"When the VC comes to town and 


finds out their daughter worked for on 
American contractor and they have a 
son in the Army, they will try to kill 
them," she said. 


A desperato band of about 4,500 


Vietnamese, rescued from then* sink- 


ing ship Friday, arrived in Hong Kong 
aboard the Danish freighter Clara 
Maersk. Ship Captain Anton Olsen 
said, "The sinking ship was packed, I 
mean really packed. They had people 
on every part of the ship, even bang- 
ing through the railing." 


"We threw out everything we had," 


Olsen said, "Nets, gangways, ladders, 
e v e r y t h i n g so they could come 
aboard." 


One woman, he said, had a baby 


while being transferred during the 
six-hour rescue operation. 


On Guam, an appeal went out for 


40,000 pairs of chopsticks and officials 
said they were getting ready to ac- 
commodate the rest of the refugees. 


The refugee airlift started again 


Saturday night, with planes arriving 
from the Philippines, 1,500 miles 
away. 


Most of the refugees will live in Tent 


city at Orote, where more than 17,000 
refugees already live and where an- 
other 1,400 tents are being erected to 
accommodate newcomers. 


Among the notables who arrived in 


the Philippines were Ambassador 
Graham Martin and former South 
Vietnamese Premier Nguyen Cao Ky. 
Ky left almost immediately for Guam 
so as not to offend Philippine officials 
who have disapproved of the Ameri- 
can evacuation operation and said 
Ky's presence would violate the 
agreement allowing American bases 
on the islands. 


Ky is coming to the United States 


and has discussed with friends the 
possibility of living in a remote area 
of the southwest in a commune-like 
group. 


In Miami, Dr. Gia Pham Huu was 


elated at being in America. "I want to 
stay here all my life and die and be 
buried In Miami," he said. "I have 
never felt anything Ike the warm wel- 
come we have received." 


Doctors agree to pay 
higher malpractice rates 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Many 


Northern California doctors Sunday 
were giving in and paying soaring 
malpractice Insurance rates that their 
anesthetist colleagues have boycotted 
for four days. 


The rates, increased by as much as 


400 per cent, hove affected about 4,000 
doctors. The anesthetists' work stop- 
page — except for life-and-death 
cases — began when they let their 
malpractice Insurance lapse Thursday 
in protest 


About 30 San Francisco area hospi- 


tals were affected, and six were not. 


Ron Neupauer, an underwriter for 


Marsh & McLennan Inc., the doctors' 
insurance broker, estimated 
that 


more than 2,000 physicians have re- 
newed their liability coverage with 
Argonaut Insurance Co., Menlo Park, 
Calif., the firm that hiked its rates. 


And many other doctors were re- 


ported taking out policies at slightly 
lower rates with Signal-Imperial In- 
surance Co. of Los Angeles. 


Anesthetists, whose income aver- 


ages $41,000 a year In California, are 
being charged more than $18,000 an- 


nually In insurance premiums under 
the new rates. Signal-Imperial's price 
is reported to be about $2,350 less. 


The anesthetists are in the highest- 


risk insurance category along with 
neurosurgcons, obstetricians, ortho- 
pedists and plastic surgeons, Neu- 
pauer said. 


Amid speculation that tho strike 


might end suddenly, more than one- 
third of 8,500 workers at 12 member 
Institutions of the San Francisco Hos- 
pital Conference faced layoff from 
their jobs in the coming week if a set- 
tlement Is not reached. 


Dr. Sanford Marcus, president of 


the Union of American Physicians, 
said the sharply Increased Insurance 
rates might result in a 15 per cent 
boost in surgical fees for patients and 
may be "hastening the nationalizing 
of health care." 


He said the average person may not 


be able to afford such fees and will 
need government old. 


Marcus said black doctors are "in a 


particularly bad spot because many 
have patients on welfare and can't 
raise their fees."

The fall of South Vietnam 


should prompt an exhaustive re- 
examination of the alms of 
American foreign policy, as The 
Herald urged Friday. It should 
not become the occasion for the 
political lynching of Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger. 


Today, however, there's a ris- 


ing clamor for the departure of 
the once-popular Kissinger, now 
in his sixth year of service at the 
top level of the federal govern- 
ment. Newsdoy, a Long Island, 
N.Y., newspaper, has called for 
Kissinger's resignation, and it's 
increasingly popular within Con- 
gress to suggest that Kissinger's 
handling of the Vietnam and 
Middle East crisis dictates his 
departure. 


But to call for Kissinger to 


quit is to neglect the man's over- 
all record during his six years of 
governmental service. There's 
also the danger that blaming 
Kissinger as a scapegoat for pol- 
icy failures will serve as an easy 
avoidance of a serious and bal- 
anced examination of U.S. for- 
eign policy. 


Kissinger, to some extent, Is a 


victim of his early towering 
achievements. When relations 
wero opened with China — and 
significantly Improved with the 
Soviet Union — Kissinger was 
viewed by some commentators 
(who should have known better) 
as Infallible. To a large extent 
the man who towered above the 
grey, pedantic character of the

grams past and present as having 
filled In as "lunch mother" for both 
programs. The shorter lunch period 
has cut down on vandalism and In- 
juries on the playground, plus provide 
better supervision. With a longer 
lunch period there is little to do for 
most children except to stand around 
in little groups or run and play In 
their given sections. 


As to children being hurried through

A n t o n y conspicuously avoided 
asking anything bad about Cae- 
sar's assassins. But he did it in 
such a way that the people were 
aroused against them. 


If Ford had had William 


S h a k e s p e a r e as one of his 
speechwriters, his Tulane address 
might have gone like so: 


"Friends, 
Americans, 
coun- 


trymen, lend me your ears: I 
come to bury South Vietnam; not 
to blame Congress. The evil that 
Congress does Is enacted Into law; 
the good is oft interred in the Con- 
gressional Record. So let it be 
with Southeast Asia. 


"The noble Congress hath told 


you South Vietnam had internal 
corruption and would have fallen 
anyhow. And Congress is an 
honourable body. 


"If it were so, it was a grievous

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Crouch receives Alexian Brothers award 
He seeks end to lepers9 stigma1 
So ft Wafer RENTAL

Howard E. Crouch finds thai some 


people don't want to shako hta hand. 


And although ho doesn't like it, ho 


understands it. For 34 years Crouch 
has worked with some of the 15 mil- 
lion people in the world — 3,000 in the 
U.S. — who have leprosy. To many, 
that makes him untouchable. 


Crouch, founder and president of 


the Damlon-Dutton Society for Lepro- 
sy Aid, was In Elk Grove Village Fri- 
day to receive the 1075 Good Samari- 
tan Award from the Alexian Brothers. 
Ho never has had leprosy. 


"In many stales people with leprosy 


are treated like criminals because ot 
fear and suspicion. The disease is not 
as contagious as everyone thinks it 
Is," ho sold. "When most people hear 
the word leprosy they think of the hor- 
ror stories — of arms and legs falling 
off. Bod public relations has caused 
most of the fear over leprosy." 


CROUCH stresses that ho is not 


making light of the disease; victims 
can suffer gross physical deformities. 
There Is no cure for leprosy and doc- 
tors do not know how It is trans- 
mitted. There is no shot to make a 
person Immune to the number of lep- 
rosy cases increases every year. 


But Crouch says the disease can bo 


arrested with drugs and that with 
plastic surgery a leprosy victim can 
look and live like everyone else. You 
could pass a victim on the street and 
not know it, ho said. And for these 
people, who live in fear someone will 
discover they have leprosy and make 
them social outcasts, he wants to dis- 
pel the myths that set lepers so for 
opart from everyone else. 


Ho Is a man with an unpopular 


couto but ho doesn't give up. 


"I want people to be able to say 


cancer and leprosy in the same 
breath," bo said. 


Crouch sold what he calls "the bad 


PR" of leprosy started with the Bible 
when people with all varieties of dis- 
eases were referred to as lepers. He 
said bad public relations continues

from church pulpits where ministers 
preach the horrors of the disease to 
raise money for the cause. 


"It ususally goes 'Give a Dollar; 


Save a Leper,' " Crouch said. "One 
dollar is not going to save a leper." 


MOST LEPROSY victims live in the 


Far East or Africa, although the dis- 
ease is not restricted to warm cli- 
mates. Some live In Iceland, Crouch 
sold, and at one time half the people 
in Norway had the disease. 


Ho said there could be more than 


3,000 cases In the U.S. because the 
disease Is wrongly diagnosed as skin 
cancer and skin tuberculosis. He said 
most cases are found in Louisiana, 
Texas and Florida, whore people from 
Cuba and Mexico usually settle.

In all but 11 states, leprosy patients 


ore forced to live in the Corville Na- 
tional Leprosarium In Louisiana, he 
said. In Illinois, they can be treated at 
hospitals. Many are treated on an 
outpatient basis like a cancer victim, 
ho sold. 


The United States may be affected 


more by leprosy in the future, Crouch 
sold, because of the Vietnam War. 
Vietnam has thousands of cases and 
since the bacteria takes nine to 10 
years to produce symptoms, it will 
tako that long to find out how many 
veterans have contracted it. 


"We have veterans from World War 


II who have it," ho said. He pointed to 
the famous case of a woman known as 
Mrs. Hornbostcl, who caught the dis- 
ease in the Philippines when she was 
there with her Army husband in 1945. 
After time in the national leprosy hos- 
pital, the disease was arrested and 
she went back to New York. 


"But she was so fearful of her 


friends and neighbors finding out 
about her disease," Crouch said, "She 
left to live in Hawaii." He said she 
still lives there. 


THERE ARE two types of leprosy, 


Crouch said. One deteriorates the skin 
tissues and affects a person's appear- 
ance. The bridge of the nose collapses 
and the earlobes often hong to the • 
shoulders. 


The other type Is not recognizable 


from outward appearance but affects 
tho nerves. Eventually the patient 
loses all feeling and may injure him- 
self because he has no sensation. 


Leprosy victims ore not in pain and 


it has no effect on their mental capac- 
ities, Crouch said. Often, however, the 
pailcnt Is depressed; some even com- 
mit suicide. 


For years, doctors have been trying 


to find a cure for leprosy. The prob- 
lem has been they cannot grow the 
bacteria outside the human body. The 
only animal they can use for research 
is the armadillo, because it lives 30 
years and outlasts the 9 to 10-year- 
Ineubotion period of leprosy bacteria. 
Also an armadillo produces four 
babies exactly alike. Crouch said re- 
searchers believe people may have a 
genetic predetermination to the dis- 
ease. He said one member of a family 
may get It but tho rest of the family 
will not. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM in fighting 


the disease is the various cultures in 
which it thrives. In India, he said, 
people do not seem to worry about 
leprosy. In certain African tribes, a 
victim of leprosy is singled out for 
honors by his family. 
v 


Crouch, a nurse, came into contact 


with leprosy in 1941 when he served in 
the Army Medical Corps in Jamaica. 


"I went to the colony with trepida- 


tion," he said. "There were 200 
patients and I was reluctant because I 
hod been filled with all the stories and 
n fear of leprosy. It was horrible, but 
after my Initial shock I saw that hu- 
man beings existed under the dis- 
ease." 


He founded the society in 1944, nam-

unteers who try to raise money for 
research, medical core and education 
for leprosy. 


When Crouch, who teaches high 


school biology and serves as weekend 
administrator at the Memorial Center 
for Cancer Research in New York 
City, started the group, he was enthu- 
siastic and positive ho could do some- 
thing to help the world's leprosy vic- 
tims. He remains enthusiastic and op- 
timistic today, but not as certain. 


"I realized through hard knocks 


that the goals will not come over- 
night," he said. "Or probably not 
even in my lifetime."

Barbara Reiser's job earns her 


money'and provides a worthwhile ser- 
vice for working mothers. With her 
husband's cooperation, Barbara runs 
o licensed day care facility In their 
Palatine home. 


Barbara and husband David, who's 


choral director at Palatine High 
School, arc both licensed by Illinois to 
bo day caro foster parents. The state 
requires that both parents take an 
active part In the service. 


"If one leaves the house, the other 


must tako over. Davo docs equally as 
good a job as I do," Barbara said. 


The Reisers arc themselves parents 


of two, Mike, 12, and Pattl, 9.. As day 
caro foster parents they may provide 
daytime core for five children besides 
their own. That means more than 
eight hours. Only four of the five may 
oo under six years, and of those four, 
no more than two may be under two 
years old, Mrs. Reiser explained. 


BARBARA GOT into this service 


right after Mike was born. She want- 
ed to stay at homo with him and yet 
help out with the family budget while 
David worked for his master's degree. 


Before they actually could bring 


children Into their home, there was 
considerable Investigation by the nil- 
nob Department of Children and 
Family Services. Cascworcrs visited 
them three times, Interviewing tho 
couple In depth, and they also were 
Usltcd by a psychiatrist. 


Barbara conducts her own inter- 


viewing of tho parents before she ac- 


cepts a child Into her home. If sho 
feels any uneasiness at this time, 
she'll tell them she has no more room. 
And sho has a rule of no sick children 
... for their own protection as well as 
that of tho other youngsters in her 
care. 


IN 12 YEARS of "mothering," Bar- 


bara recalls no serious problems. She 
gives her charges lots of praise and 
affection, rewards too, and she ex- 
pects them to behave. This formula 
seems to work. 


"I can take them anywhere, to the 


park, Puppy Palace, Burger King and 
they mind me," said Mrs. Reiser. 


Once Barbara accepts a child, she 


runs "a tight ship,'" as she puts it. 
The child's parents or legal guardian 
must sign a medical emergency form 
that authorizes the Reisers to obtain 
treatment should the parents be un- 
available. Xhcy also must fill out an 
immunization record and keep their 
youngster's tests and Immunizations 
up to date. 


The Reisers keep a complete record 


as well, signed by both parents or 
guardian and foster parents which is 
always available to tho Division of 
Child Welfare. 


"AT TIMES parents get uptight 


about some of these forms, but we ex- 
plain tho reasons and necessity for 
them, and they relax," Barbara said. 


An X-ray technician before mar- 


riage, Mrs. Reiser attended the Un- 
iversity of Minnesota, then took clini- 
cal training at the university hospital 
for about a year. Sho worked in tho 
hospital at Mohall, N.D., and at Mis- 


souri Valley Clinic in Bismarck, N.D.

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New technique 
will lengthen 


your fingernails

Cher has them. So did Barbra 


Streisand until sho decided to 
pluck a guitar. 


Long, dtrong fingernails are 


something many of us wish for, 
but have long given up tho notion 
because everyday duties and ac- 
tlvltcs make it Impossible. 


There Li a solution if your short, 


atubby, multi-length nails are get- 
ting you down. Suzanne Molan, 
manicurist at tho Merle Norman 
Salon at Randhurst, has just com- 
pleted a week-long course in 
Boise, Idaho, where sho learned 
tho Intricate techniques of a new 
nail-building process called "por- 
celain extension." 


THE PROCEDURE takes time, 


about three to four hours. First, 
tho true nnll surface is scratched 
with a coarse file so that the new 
nail will adhere properly. Then, a 
primer is smoothed on and foil 
forms arc Inserted under the natu- 
ral nail. Forms come in two sizes 
— long and very long. If that is 
still not long enough, Suzanne can 
"double-form" for mandarin-like 
nails. 


Next the real ordeal begins. Su- 


zanne builds on an acrylic-typo 
paste over tho true nail and out 
over the forms. This procedure, 
and tho filing after it has dried, 
accounts for a large postlon of the 
time Involved. 


Suzanne resembles a sculptor as 


she builds each nail Into perfect 
form. Actually, if you study tho 
new nails, just after everything 
has dried, you will wonder why 
you decided to have them done. 
But, llttlc-by-llttlc, filing brings 
out a shape that only someone 
who drinks eight glosses of Knox 
gelatin a day or someone who sits 
on a velvet pillow all day could 
hope for. 


WHEN THE NAIL Is perfect In 


shape and length, (Suzanne Is a 
perfectionist when it comes to 
shaping the nails), a manicure 
finishes the procedure. Tho mani- 
cure is performed last because, 
according to Suzanne, "If mois- 
ture seeps under the nail before It 
has dried in place, a fungus could 
develop." 


"There ore a few nails that this 


would not work on," sold Suzanne. 


"I can't do nails with bad cuticles 
or nails that are very thin. Wom- 
en with allergies to certain chem- 
icals should also not try this pro- 
cess. It takes a fairly healthy nail 
to work well." 


Women who have already had 


tho nails applied praise the dis- 
covery. "You can treat them just 
like your own," said Suzanne's 
mother, who was one of the first 
customers. "You can scrub floors, 
make beds, anything with these 
nails " 


Suzanne has tho nails herself 


and you wonder how she can man- 
ago to do this close, complex pro- 
cess. "At first it Is a very clumsy 
feeling even buttoning a blouse, 
but )ou soon get used to it," she 
explained. 


"THESC NAILS ARE not com- 


pletely unbreakable but I have ac- 
cidentally slammed my nail in a 


screen door and it didn't break," 
she said. 


Priced at $35, the nails also re- 


quicr touchups as the natural 
nails underneath grow out. The 
true nails grow from the base that 
forms a moonshaped slit near the 


base cuticle. Touchups involve 
filling in this space. According to 
Suzanne, touchups are required 
about once every two or three 
weeks depending on how fast your 
nails grow. Touchups are priced 
at $12.50.

Recently I lost my only son to a severe stroke. He was 50. He had 


triglycerides in his blood. 


Will you please explain this for me and what is the treatment and 


diet tor It. Also, Is It Inherited? He has three children. Should they 
have their blood tested for It? 


It is always a shock to lose a son really, in the prime of life. That 


is the nature of both heart attacks and strokes. 


Both are usually caused by the same thing, atherosclerosis, which 


is the accumulation of fatty-cholesterol deposits in the wall of the 
arteries. The disease affects arteries throughout the body. When the 
arteries to the brain are involved it causes a stroke, and when the 
arteries to the heart are diseased it causes a heart attack. 


Triglycerlde is just a chemical name for fat Your son's doctor 


was tolling you that he had an excess of fatty particles in his blood. 
This is often associated with an increased amount of fatty choles- 
terol deposits in the arteries. 


Often when the main chemistry change is too much fat in the 


blood the condition is related to mild, moderate or not so moderate 
obesity. Weight control may help a great deal. When the cholester- 
ol, as well as the fat level, is also elevated, there may be an 
inherited tendency. -If there is a fairly strong family history of 
heart attacks or strokes it is a good idea to test the children. 


ALL OF'THESE conditions can bo helped or even prevented by 


proper diet programs. This means avoiding obesity and staying on 
a moderately low-fat, low-cholesterol diet. 


Even if the children are not tested or have normal blood fat and 


cholesterol levels now, it is a good idea for them to develop good 
eating habits when they are young. You can cultivate healthy eat- 
ing habits during youth that will provide better health for a life- 
time. 


There is nothing wrong with starting children on a moderately 


low-fat, low-cholesterol diet. After all, most of our healthy ances- 
tors lived on a diet much lower in fat and calories from the cradle 
to a ripe old age than we are accustomed to. 


WE TALK A LOT about heart attacks, but the statistics on 


strokes are nearly as bad. Each year nearly a half million people in 
the United States develop a stroke. It is estimated that there are at 
least two million people with obvious evidence of disease of the 
arteries to their brain and many more with less obvious evidence of 
disease. 


In our industrial society, strokes, changes in personality and oth- 


er signs of disease of the arteries to the brain arc so common that 
almost everyone has a near relative or close friend who has had 
this condition. Much can be done to prevent or delay many of these 
problems. This includes treating high blood 'pressure, eliminating 
cigaret smoking and a dietary program designed to prevent athe- 
rosclerosis.

therapist and psychologist as he Is a 
blue linguist. Ho took great pains, for 
example, with Stevie.

Serious crime in DCS Plaines during 


the first three months of 1975 in- 
creased by 34 per cent from the same 
period n year ago. according to police 
department statistics. 


Leading the serious-crime increase 


were burglaries, which numbered 174, 
up 71 per cent from a year ago. There 
also was a 20 per cent Increase in 
thefts and a seven per cent jump In 
auto thefts. 


There was one murder In DCS 


Plaines In the first quarter and two 
rapes, compared with none in cither 
category a year ago. 


Robberies numbered five during the 


first three months of 1975, down 55 per 
cent from the same period the pre- 
vious year. The 10 aggravated as- 
saults were unchanged from a year 
ago. 


TIIK TOTAL Increase In crime In 


Des Plaines In the first quarter of the 


year, Including both violent and prop- 
erty crimes, rose 16 per cent from the 
previous year. There 
wore 1,117 


crimes reported the first quarter of 
1974 compared to 1,295. in 1975. 


Burglaries from nutos numbered 


110, up about 52 per cent, while crimi- 
nal damage to property rose only 
about 2 per cent. Drug-related of- 
fenses, including possession of mari- 
juana, Intoxicating compounds and 
controlled substances such as barbi- 
turates, rose 35 per cent. 


The number of juveniles arrested 


Increased by 39 per cent over the 
same period a year ago, while sex- 
related offenses, excluding rape, de- 
creased by 62 per cent.

Ralph Hanses encounters gibes, praise and help 
as he prepares his concrete boat for christening

Have you heard the one about the concrete boat? 
Ralph Hanses has — a million times. During the three 


years he has been building a cement boat in his back- 
yard, the 29-year-old Arlington Heights resident said 
jokes have become "a continual thing." 


"People call It 'the Sakretc wonder' and things like 


that. They're always telling me it will sink,"'hes said. 
Hanses also has earned the nickname 'Cappy' from 
family and friends and said people "call me Noah when 
It rains a lot." 


The partially completed 45-foot 'catch-rig sailboat 


looks like an ark with the concrete hull towering above 
trees and bushes In the backyard. When finished, the 
boat will weigh close to 20 tons. 


Armed with blueprints purchased from a New Zea- 


land naval architect, Hanses has spent weekday eve- 
nings and weekends working on the boat." 


"I knew when I started it would take two or three 


years. It's just a challenge — it's part of my nature — I 
love to do that kind of thing," he said. 


HANSES GOT the idea of building the boat while 


serving in the U.S. Navy. He saw his first concrete boat 
in a Vancouver, B.C. Canada shipyard and spent much 
of his time there researching the project. He also spent 
two years studying shipbuilding and concrete building. 


"I've spent a lot of time trying to figure out the blue- 


prints. The plans arc vague and sometimes they leave a 
lot to be desired," he said. 


One of Hanses' biggest problems is contending with 


curious passersby. "Everybody's Inquisitive — they ask 
a thousand questions," he said. 


Because of the number of people stopping to ask ques- 


tions, Hanses doesn't want his address in print. He said 
anyone interested in seeing the boat could call him 
weekdays at 439-5300. 


"If I have time, I'm more than happy to answer ques- 


tions. But sometimes, like when I'm welding, I'd rather 
not have people around," he said. 


NEIGHBORS HAVE been "super cooperative," Han- 


ses said, adding that many of them stop by to "help me 
do things." 


"I checked with them before I started building the 


'boat and I try not to work late at night when it would 
disturb people," he said. 


Hanses already has spent $20,000 on the project, in- 


cluding the costs of 18,00 pounds of cement and im- 
ported Belgium mesh for the hull. When completed, the 
boat will feature a split cabin design with sleeping facil- 
ities for nine, two baths and a galley. It will be outfitted 
with Honduras mahogany, white oak and bronze fit- 
tings. 


"I've already had offers for the boat but I haven't 


thought about selling it," he said. Hanses estimates the 
boat would cost up to $120,000 commercially, adding 
that everything is "handmade." 


THE BOAT should be finished by the end of summer 


and Hanses said he plans to launch it on the Great 
Lakes next spring. 


Despite the skepticism of some observers, he has no 


doubts about the final project. 


"I'm completely confident it will float," he said. 


Builder hired wife of an ex-mayor

Levitt and Sons, Inc. — a major 


Buffalo Grove housing developer — 
hired the wife of former Village Pros. 
Gary Armstrong to decorate tho firm'i 
model homes In a New Lenox, 111., 
subdivision, a Herald investigation 
has disclosed. 


Levitt and Sons Inc. apparently 


paid her several thousand dollars for 
tho work In 1972 at a lime Levitt was 
seeking village approval 
for Its 


Strathmoro Grove development in 
Buffalo Grove. 


Both Armstrong and his wife, Dcdc, 


denied any wrongdoing. Armstrong 
was defeated last month in his bid for 
reelection to a second term and left 
office April 21. Mrs. Armstrong Is a 
Buffalo Grove Park District commis- 
sioner. 


"Wo didn't do one thing wrong," ho 


said In on interview. "If wo did not 
violate tho public trust, this story has 
no business being in tho paper, and 
wo have not." 


Armstrong and his wife refused to 


disclose tho amount Levitt paid her 
decorating firm, Interiors by Dede. 
Levitt now is known as Levitt Resi- 
dential Communities, Inc. • 


BUT ROBERT T. CRAIG, a former 


DEDE ARMSTRONG 


Levitt vice president and regional 
manager, said "she gave us a low fig- 
ure, something like $500 a house, and 
she was willing to work in a tight 
time frame." 


Craig said Levitt had- difficulty in 


1072/finding a decorator willing to 
travel to Its Greenbriar development 
in New Lenox, cast of Jollct. 


Of two Chicago-area decorators the 


firm used, he said, one turned down 
the job in New Lenox and the other 
was too high-priced. Levitt also has 
developments in Schaumburg and Na- 
pervllle. 


Mrs. Armstrong said in tho inter- 


view that she was approached by 
Craig ami asked to submit a bid for 
the New Lenox job. Craig said Levitt 
attorneys approved the deal because 
Interiors by Dcde was low bidder and 
the bids could be documental. 


"I was always impressed by Gary," 


said Craig, now an executive with the 
Florida real estate division of Gulf Oil 
Co. "He was honest and professional. 
There was never any thought that 
(tho decorating job) would influence 
our work in Buffalo Grove." 


Levitt submitted plans for annexa- 


tion and rczonlng of its Strathmore 
Grove subdivision in July 1072. Ap- 
proval of final plans was given by the 
Buffalo Grove Village Board in Octo- 
ber 1973, 


IN A U G U S T 1072, Armstrong 


created a controversy when he an- 
nounced he had accepted a job as 
'marketing director for James Otis DC-' 
vclopmcnt Co., another Buffalo Grove 
developer.

He said he quit the job after three 


or four weeks because of protests by 
village residents. 


At that time, Armstrong also dis- 


closed that he earlier had been of- 
fered a job by Levitt. But Levitt offi- 
cials became concerned about his vil- 
lage post and asked him to resign as 
village president, Armstrong said in 


the interview. When he refused, the 
job offer was withdrawn, he said. 


Armstrong said the loss of the jobs 


cost him at least $50,000. 


"I can prove to you how much that 


decision to remain as village president 
has cost us," he said, adding that the 
loss of potential income was made 
worse by depleting of family savings 
while he was unemployed. 


Both Armstrong and his wife 


worked on the New Lenox decorating 
project, they said. Armstrong said he 
works on most of her decorating jobs. 
"It's a hobby for me," he said. 


ARMSTRONG ALSO disclosed in 


the Interview that Interiors by Dede 
has done work for Grand Spauldlng 
Dodge, Dundee and Arlington Heights 
Roads, and Stan Lleberman Realty, 
Inc., 150 W. Dundee Rd. 


Both firms received rezonings from 


the village board during Armstrong's 
term as village president. He was 
elected to the top village post in 1971. 


"We're entitled to earn a living in 


that damn town," Armstrong said. 


Robert Brandweln, acting regional 


manager for Levitt, confirmed last

was just ono of many experiences In a 
recent trip to Washington, D.C., for 14 
physically handicapped youngsters. 


Two 
DCS Plnlnos students — 


Charles Wurslcr and Debbie Llguc, 
who are In the Nllos Township Dopt. 
of Special Education program at Fair- 
view South School, SkoWc — shared 
the special opportunity to take In tho 
sights of Washington. 


Tho class wrote to President and 


Mrs. 
Ford before taking off. While 


they received a reply from Mrs. Ford 
saying she would not bo In town dur- 
ing their visit, they never expected a 
meeting with the President. 


"He saw us from his window and 


came out to shake hands with each ono 
of us." Debbie «ald. 


She and 11 other students are con- 


fined to wheelchairs. Tho trip gave 


them an experience many never 
would have had otherwise, said Doro- 
thy Clarke, the program's physical 
therapist. 


"THIS IS A really special thing," 


Mrs. Clarke said. "It seems every 
year tho eighth graders at Falrview 
School go to Washington and the phys- 
ically handicapped students couldn't 
go. So wo planned a trip." 


The trip had another special mean- 


ing for these youngsters, she said. 


"Some of them need more exposure 


because they arc so restricted," she 
said. "For them, too, the sociability of 
staying overnight with their friends 
was a good experience. They are a 
very close group." 


She sold tho correspondence be- 


tween teachers and parents coordinat- 
ing tho trip was a tremendous task. 


They had to receive special per- 


mission to be able to drop off tho stu- 


dents In wheelchairs and on crutches 
in front of the sites. 


"They fet us drive right up to the 


front of the house," Inge Axness, oc- 
cupational therapist, said about the 
stop at Montlcello. The only problem 
there, she said, was getting the bus 
out again. There weren't any turn- 
arounds back in Jefferson's days. 


Other sites tho students took in 


were the Washington Monument at 
night, tho Smithsonian Institution, the 
National Zoo where they watched the 
pandas being fed, and Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 


AFTER SPENDING two days in 


Washington, the students headed 
south to Virginia and stayed a night in 
a lodge near the Blue Rid go Moun- 
tains. Their side trips included a visit 
to Gettysburg, Pa., where they 
watched a show of the Gettysburg 
battle and toured the cemetery. They 


also visited the Byrd Visitor Center 
and took a nature hike in the Shenan- 
doah National Park. 


The students each hod a favorite 


part of the trip, although all agreed 
the best surprise was meeting the 
President. 


"It was really a lot of fun," said 


Rani Shneeram. "It wasn't a good 
time. It was a spectacular time." 


Dennis Grumbach said he liked the 


trip in the mountains the best because 
it reminded him of Germany where 
he once lived. 


Mrs. Clarke said she hopes this is 


the beginning of more trips for the 
students. The program has had a spe- 
cial fund to help students purchase 
extra equipment for their handicaps. 
She said the school plans to spend 
part of the fund on local trips and a 
special trip like tho one to Washington 
every few years.

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Builder hired Armstrong's wife

Levitt and Sons, Inc. — a tpajor 


Buffalo GroVe housing developer — 
hired the wife of former Village Pres. 
Cory Armstrong to decorate the ftrm'i 
model homes In a New Lenox, 111., 
subdivision, a Herald investigation 
has disclosed. 


Levitt and Sons Inc. apparently 


paid her several thousand dollars for 
the work In 1972 at a time Levitt was 
seeking village approval for Its 
Slrathmore Grove development In 
Buffalo Grove. 


Both Armstrong and his wife, Dcdc, 


denied any wrongdoing. Armstrong 
«m defeated last month In his bid for 
reelection to a second term and left 
office April 21. Mrs. Armstrong is a 
Buffalo Grove Park District commis- 
sioner. 


"We didn't do one thing wrong." he 


said in an interview. "If we did not 
ilolato the public trust, this story has 
no business being In the paper, and 
wo have not." 


Armstrong and his wife refused to 


disclose the amount Levitt paid her 
decorating firm, Interiors by Dcdc. 
Levitt now Is known as Levitt Resi- 
dential Communities, Inc. 


HUT ROBERT T. CIIAIG. a former 


DEDE ARMSTRONG 


Levitt vice president and regional 
manager, said "she gave us a low fig- 
ure, something like $500 a house, and 
she was willing to work In a tight 
time frame." 


Craig said Levitt had difficulty in 


1072 finding a decorator willing to 
travel to its Grccnbriar development 
in New Lenox, cast of Jolict. 


Of two Chicago-area decorators the 


firm used, he said, one turned down 
the Job In New Lenox and the other 
was too high-priced. Levitt also has 
developments In Schaumburg and Na- 
perville.

Mrs Armstrong said In the inter- 


view that she was approached by 
Craig and asked to-submlt a bid for 
the New Lenox Job Craig said Levitt 
attorneys approved the deal because 
Interiors by Dcde was low bidder and 
the bids could be documented 


"I was always impressed by Gary," 


said Craig, now an executive with the 
Florida real estate division of Gulf Oil 
Co. "He was honest and professional. 
There was never any thought that 
(the decorating job) would influence 
our work In Buffalo Grove " 


Levitt submitted plans for annexa- 


tion and rczonlng of Its Strathmore 
Grove subdivision In July 1972. Ap- 
proval of final plans was given by the 
Buffalo Grove Village Board in Octo- 
ber 1973. 


IN A U G U S T 1972, Armstrong 


created a controversy when he an- 
nounced he had accepted a Job as 
marketing director for James Otis De-' 
velopmcnt Co., another Buffalo Grove 
developer.

He said he quit the job after three 


or four weeks because of protests by 
village residents. 


At that time, Armstrong also dis- 


closed that he earlier had been of- 
fered a job by Levitt. But Levitt offi- 
cials became concerned about his vil- 
lage post and asked him to resign as 
village president, Armstrong said in 


the Interview. When he refused, the 
job offer was withdrawn, he said. 


Armstrong said the loss of the jobs 


cost him at least $50,000. 


"I can prove to you how much that 


decision to remain as village president 
has cost us," he said, adding that the 
loss of potential income was made 
worse by depleting of family savings 
while he was unemployed. 


Both Armstrong and his wife 


worked on the. New Lenox decorating 
project, they said.

County, Minn., who'Is heading tho 
search, raid Finn called out to Can- 
non, "I'm all right," moments before 
ho was swept under by tho current. 


Sheriff Stanton said the boat was 


tied to a warning sign at the time of 
tho accident. Ho described the river, 
three feet above flood stage, as "very 
treacherous." 


Dragging operations for Finn con- 


tinued without success into Sunday af- 
ternoon along both the Minnesota and 
Wisconsin banks of tho river. 


"We haven't found anything yet," 


Stanton said. "Tho current Is so bad 
the dragging equipment can't get to 
tho bottom. It's a futile effort so far." 


The accident was tho first reported 


drowning at the popular fishing and 
resort "area this year, Stanton said.

Have you heard the one about the concrete boat? 
Ralph Hanses has — a million times. During the three 


( years he has been building a cement boat in his back- 


yard, the 29-year-old Arlington Heights resident said 
jokes have become ."a continual thing " 
| 
"People call It 'the'Sakrete wonder' and things like 


, that. They're always telling me it will sink," he said. 


Hanses also has earned the nickname 'Gappy' from 
family and friends and said people "call me Noah when 
It rains a lot" 


The partially completed 45-foot catch-rig sailboat 


looks like an ark with the concrete hull towering above 
trees and bushes in the backyard. When finished, the 
boat will weigh close to 20 tons. 


Armed with blueprints purchased from a New Zea- 


land naval architect, Hanses has spent weekday eve- 
nings and weekends working on the boat. 


"I knew when I started it would take two or three 


years. It's Just a challenge — it's part of my nature — I 
love to do that kind of thing," he said. 


HANSES GOT the idea of building the boat while 


serving In the U S. Navy. He saw his first concrete boat 
In a Vancouver, B.C. Canada shipyard and spent much 
of his time there researching the project. He also spent 
two years studying shipbuilding and concrete building. 


"I've spent a lot of time trying to figure out the blue- 


prints. The plans are vague and sometimes they leave a 
lot to be desired," he said. 


One of Hanses' biggest problems is contending with 


curious passersby. "Everybody's inquisitive — they ask 
a thousand questions," he said. 


Because of the number of people stopping to ask ques- 


tions, Hanses doesn't want his address in print. He said 
anyone interested in seeing the boat could call him 
weekdays at 439-5300. 


"If I have time, I'm more than happy to answer ques- 


tions. But sometimes, like when I'm welding, I'd rather 
not have people around," he said. 


NEIGHBORS HAVE been "super cooperative," Han- 


ses said, adding that many of them stop by to "help me 
do things." 


"I checked with them before I started building the 


boat and I try not to work late at night when it would 
disturb people," he said. 


Hanses already has spent $20,000 on the project, in- 


cluding the costs of 18,00 pounds of cement and im- 
ported Belgium mesh for the hull. When completed, the 
boat will feature a split cabin design with sleeping facil- 
ities for nine, two baths and a galley. It will be outfitted 
with Honduras mahogany, white oak and bronze fit- 
tings. 


"I've already had offers for the boat but I haven't 


thought about selling it," he said. Hanses estimates the 
boat would cost up to $120,000 commercially, adding 
that everything Is "handmade." 


THE BOAT should be finished by the end of summer 


and Hanses said he plans to launch It on the Great 
Lakes next spring. 


Despite the skepticism of some observers, he has no 


doubts about the final project. 


"I'm completely confident it will float," he said.

'They let us drive up to the front...'

A handshake from tho President 


was just one of many experiences In a 
recant trip to Washington, D.C., for 14 
physically liandlcnppcd youngsters. 


Two DCS Plalncs students — 


Charles Wurstcr and Dcbblo Llguc, 
who are In the Nlles Township Dcpt. 
of Special Education program at Fair- 
view South School, Skoklc — sluircd 
tho special opportunity to tako In tho 
sights of Washington. 


The class wrote to President and 


Mrs. Ford before taking off. Whila 
they received a reply from Mrs. Ford 
saying she would not be In town dur- 
ing their visit, they never expected a 
meeting with tho President. 


"Ho saw us from his window and 


came out to shake hands with each ono 
of us," Debbie said. 


She and 11 other students nro con- 


fined to wheelchairs. Tho trip gave 


them an experience many never 
would have had otherwise, said Doro- 
thy Clarke, tho program's physical 
therapist. 


"THIS IS A really special thing," 


Mrs. Clarke sold. "It seems every 
year tho eighth graders at Falrvicw 
School go to Washington and the phys- 
ically handicapped students couldn't 
go. So we planned a trip." 


Tho trip had another special mean- 


Ing for these youngsters, she sold. 


"Some of them need more exposure 


because they are so restricted," she 
said. "For them, too, tho sociability of 
staying overnight with their friends 
was a good experience. They are a 
very close group." 


She said the correspondence be- 


tween teachers and parents coordinat- 
ing the trip was a tremendous task. 


They had to receive special per- 


mission to be able to drop off tho stu- 


dents in wheelchairs and on crutches 
In front of the sites. 


"They let us drive right up to tho 


front of the house," Inge Axness, oc- 
cupational therapist, said about the 
stop at Monticello. The only problem 
there, sho said, was getting the bus 
out again. There weren't any turn- 
arounds back In Jefferson's days. 


Other sites the students took in 


were the Washington Monument at 
night, the Smithsonian Institution, the 
National Zoo where they watched the 
pandas being fed, and Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery. 


AFTER SPENDING two days In 


Washington, tho students headed 
south to Virginia and stayed a night in 
a lodge near tho Blue Ridge Moun- 
tains. Their side trips Included a visit 
to Gettysburg, Pa., where they 
watched a show of the Gettysburg 
battle and toured the cemetery. They 


also visited the Byrd Visitor Center 
and took a nature hike In the Shenan- 
doah National Park. 


Tho students each had a favorite 


part of the trip, although all agreed 
the best surprise was meeting the 
President. 


"It was really a lot of fun," said 


Hani Shneeram. "It wasn't a good 
time. It was a spectacular time." 


Dennis Grumbach said he liked the 


trip in the mountains the best because 
It reminded him of Germany where 
ho onco lived. 


Mrs. Clarke said she hopes this is 


tho beginning of more trips for the 
students. The program has had a spe- 
cial fund to help students purchase 
extra equipment for their handicaps.

Latter-day Noah 


Ralph Hanses encounters gibes, praise and help 


, as he prepares his concrete boat for christening

Have you heard the one about the concrete boat? 
Ralph Hanses has — a million times. During the three 


years he has been building a cement boat in his back- 
yard, the 29-year-old Arlington Heights resident said 
jokes have become "a continual thing." 


"People call It 'the Sakrete wonder' and things like 


that. They're always telling me it will sink," he said. 
Hanses also has earned the nickname 'Gappy' from 
family and friends and said people "call me Noah when 
it rains a lot." 


The partially completed 45-foot catch-rig sailboat 


looks like an ark with the concrete hull towering above 
trees and bushes in the backyard. When finished, the 
boat will weigh close to 20 tons. 


Armed with blueprints purchased from a New Zea- 


land naval architect, Hanses has spent weekday eve- 
nings and weekends working on the boat. 


"I knew when I started it would take two or three 


years. It's just a challenge — it's part of my nature — I 
love to do that kind of thing," he said. 


HANSES GOT the idea of building the boat while 


serving in the U.S. Navy. He saw his first concrete boat 
in a Vancouver, B.C. Canada shipyard and spent much 
of his time there researching the project. He also spent 
two years studying shipbuilding and concrete building. 


"I've spent a lot of time trying to figure out the blue- 


prints. The plans are vague and sometimes they leave a 
lot to be desired," he said. 


One of Hanses' biggest problems is contending with 


curious passersby. "Everybody's inquisitive — they ask 
a thousand questions," he said'. 


Because of the number of people stopping to ask ques- 


tions, Hanses doesn't want his address in print. He said 
anyone interested in seeing the boat could call him 
weekdays at 439-5300. 


"If I have time, I'm more than happy to answer ques- 


tions. But sometimes, like when I'm welding, I'd rather 
not have people around," he said. 


NEIGHBORS HAVE been "super cooperative," Han- 


ses said, adding that many of them stop by to "help me 
do things." 


"I checked with them before I started building the 


boat and I try not to work late at night when it would 
disturb people," he said. 


Hanses already has spent $20,000 on the project, in- 


cluding the costs of 18,00 pounds of cement and im- 
ported Belgium mesh for the hull. When completed, the 
boat will feature a split cabin design with sleeping facil- 
ities for nine, two baths and a galley. It will be outfitted 
with Honduras mahogany, white oak and bronze fit- 
tings. 


"I've already had offers for the boat but I haven't 


thought about selling it," he said. Hanses estimates the 
boat would cost up to $120,000 commercially, adding 
that everything Is "handmade." 


THE BOAT should be finished by the end of summer 


and Hanses said he plans to launch it on the Great 
Lakes next spring. 


Despite the skepticism of some observers, he has no 


doubts about the final project. 


"I'm completely confident it will float," he said.

of Special Education program at Falr- 
vlow South School, SkoWo — shared 
the special opportunity to toko In the 
sights of Washington. 


Tho class wrote to President and 


Mrs. Ford before taking off. While 
they received a reply from Mrs. Ford 
saying she would not bo In town dur- 
ing their visit, they never expected a 
meeting with the President. 


"Ho saw us from his window and 


camo out to shako hands with each one 
of us," Debbie said. 


She and 11 other students are con-

Builder hired wife of an ex-mayor

Levitt and Sons, Inc. — a major 


Buffalo Grave housing developer — 
hired the wlfo of former Village Prcs. 
Guy Armstrong to decorate the firm's 
model homes in a New Lenox, 111., 
subdivision, a Herald Investigation 
has disclosed. 


Levitt and Sons Inc. apparently 


paid her several thousand dollars for 
Iho work In 1972 at a time Levitt was 
seeking village approval for Its 
Strathmoro Grove development in 
Buffalo Grove. 


Both Armstrong and his wife, Dedc, 


denied any wrongdoing. Armstrong 
was defeated lost month In his bid for 
reelection to a second term and left 
office April,21. Mrs. Armstrong is a 
Buffalo Grove Park District commis- 
sioner. 


"Wo didn't do one thing wrong," he 


said In an interview. "If we did not 
violate the public trust, Into story has 
no business being In the paper, and 
wtt have not." 


Armstrong and his wife refused to 


disclose the amount Levitt paid her 
decorating firm, Interiors by Dcdc. 
Levitt now Is known as Levitt Resi- 
dential Communities, Inc. 
• 


BUT ROBERT T. CRAIG, a former

Levitt vice president and regional 
manager, said "she gave us a low fig- 
ure, something like $500 a house, and 
she was willing to work In a tight 
time frame." 


Craig sold Levitt had difficulty In 


1072 finding a decorator willing to 
travel to Its Greenbriar development 
in Now Lenox, east of Jollet. 


Of two Chicago-area decorators the 


firm used, he said,, one turned down 
the job In New Lenox and the other 
was too high-priced. Levitt also has 
developments In Schaumburg and Na- 
pcrvillc. 


Mrs. Armstrong said in the inter- 


view that she was approached by 
Craig and asked to submit a bid for 
the New Lenox job. Craig sold Levitt 
attorneys approved the deal because 
Interiors by Dede was low bidder and 
the bids could bo documented. 


"I was always Impressed by Gary," 


said Craig, now an executive with the 
Florida real estate division of Gulf Oil 
Co.' "He was honest and professional. 
There was never any thought that 
(the decorating job) would influence 
our work in Buffalo Grove." 


Levitt submitted plans for annexa- 


tion and rezonlng of its Strathmore 
Grove subdivision In July 1972. Ap- 
proval of final plans was given by the 
Buffalo Grove Village Board in Octo- 
ber 1973. 


IN A U G U S T 1972, Armstrong 


created a controversy when he an- 
nounced he had accepted a job as 
marketing director for James Otis De- 
velopment Co., another Buffalo Grove 
developer.

He said he quit the job after three 


or four weeks because of protests by 
village residents. 


At that time, Armstrong also dis- 


closed that he earlier had been of- 
fered a job by Levitt. But Levitt offi- 
cials became concerned about his vil- 
lage post and asked him to resign as 
village president, Armstrong said in 


the interview. When he refused, the 
job offer was withdrawn, he said. 


Armstrong said the loss of the jobs 


cost him at least $50,000. 


"I can prove to you how much that 


decision to remain as village president 
has cost us," he said, adding that the 
loss of potential income was made 
worse by depleting of family savings 
while he was unemployed. 


Both Armstrong and his wife 


worked on the New Lenox decorating 
project, they said. Armstrong said he 
works on most of her decorating jobs. 
"It's a hobby for me," he said. 


ARMSTRONG ALSO disclosed in 


the Interview that Interiors by Dcde 
has done work for Grand Spaulding 
Dodge, Dundee and Arlington Heights 
Roads, and Stan Lieberman Realty, 
Inc., ISO W. Dundee Rd. 


Both firms received rezonlngs from 


the village board during Armstrong's 
term as village president. He was 
elected to the top village post in 1971. 


"We're entitled to earn a living in 


that damn town," Armstrong said.' 


Robert Brandwein, acting regional 


manager for Levitt, confirmed last 
week that the Armstrong firm had

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Teachers' union 
asks resumption 
of salary talks 


The teachers' union In Schaumburg 


Township Dlst. 54 has • questioned 
the board of education's delay in 
teacher-salary negotiations this year. 


Charlotte Weber, president of the 


Schaumburg Education Assn., has ex- 
pressed the teachers' concern for an 
"unanticipated and protracted delay" 
in bargaining. 


Bargaining teams for the board and 


the union had their first meeting Jan. 
27 and since then only brief, informal 
communication has taken place be- 
tween the professional negotiators for 
both sides, Mrs. Weber said. The 
board has made no formal response to 
the teacher's proposal, she said. 


Board Prcs. Edward Bedard said 


the board would not respond to the 
union's letter because both sides have 
agreed to a "news blackout" while ne- 
gotiations are In progress. 


In 1973 the teachers accepted a 


three-year contract with the. board 
calling for annual raises of 8.21, 7.48 
and- 7.31 per cent, but last year the 
teachers asked to reopen the salary 
agreement due to the skyrocketing 
cost of living. Instead of reopening 
salary talks, the board gave the 
teachers an average 9.6 per cent raise 
that included the annual S per cent 
raise given to teachers for an addi- 
tional year of experience. 


The teachers are asking for an in- 


crease again this year. The three-year 
contract that expires in 1976 states 
that the salary agreement must be re- 
opened at the end of tho second year 
if the cost of living increases more 
than 4.5 per cent. 


The base salary for teachers in 


Dlst. 54 is $9,000. 


Ings will center on problems facing 
the board and ways to solve the prob- 
lems. 


"I sincerely Invite all members of 


the community to come to these meet- 
Ings and help decide how the board 
should act, what it should do and how 
it should carry out its plans," Bedard 
said. 


Bedard said this Is "the first time I 


can remember that board setting a 
limit on its responsibilities and listing 
its priorities."

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New budget questioned 
Council to explore 
fund discrepancies 


Apparent discrepancies In the new 


budget (or the City of Rolling Mead- 
ows will bo explored when the coun- 
cil's finance, ordinance and judiciary 
committee meets at 8 p.m. today. 


Aid. James A. Huddlcston, 4th, com- 


mittee chairman, said ho placed the 
budget on tonight's agenda because he 
believes answers arc needed to ques- 
tions raised last month by Aid. Fred- 
rick E. Jacobson, 5th. 


Jacobson pointed to differences in 


salary provisions the night the council 


adopted the budget, April 22, and 
prompted two other aldermen to join 
him In voting against adoption. Al- 
though the budget was approved, Hud- 
dlcston said he wishes to clear up any 
questions that remain. 


When Jacobson reviewed the budg- 


et, he totalled the salaries provided 
for each employe In each department. 
He compared the figures he obtained 
with the total salary allocations for 
the departments, and found In some 
cases the budget provided more mon- 
ey than the salaries would require, 


City wants 5 firemen; 
new tests may be needed 


Rolling Meadows officials have 


agreed they wont the city to hire five 
new firemen as soon as possible. 


The new portions were Included In 


the budget adopted last month for the 
fiscal year that started Thursday. But 
It could bo as long as three months be- 
fore all five are hired, even If the city 
council agrees with the recommenda- 
tion of aldermen on the city's fire 
committee. 


Firemen must bo hired according to 


their achievement on a three-part test 
and their scores on an eligibility list. 
The city has a current list, posted last 
September, but members of the com- 
miltco and the fire department arc 
uncertain how many of the 12 on the 
list still are Interested In the jobs. 


Lt. Roger Mueller, acting fire chief, 


said ho is certain at least a few of the 
men now are working in fire depart- 


ments elsewhere, and he doubts they 
would leave those jobs to start new 
positions In Rolling Meadows. 


IK ALL FIVE jobs cannot be filled 


from the eligible men who still arc 
interested In working In the depart- 
ment, a new test must bo given to 
elect employes for the other positions, 
said Kenneth Brown, chairman of the 
fire and police commission. It would 
probably take about three months to 
give the written and physical tests 
and conduct oral interviews, ho said. 


Tho council committee directed the 


commission to investigate to deter- 
mine how many of the 12 arc avail- 
able. 


If tho department finds it needs 


more men than arc available from tho 
current list, the commission will begin 
preparation to give new tests and de- 
velop a now list, Brown sold. 


and In other cases the budget pro- 
vided less. 


Some of the discrepancies arc 


small. In tho allotment for the city 
clerk's office, the budget provides 
$19,501, althugh Jacobson's figures in- 
dicate salaries actually will cost 
$19,926. 


But In six Instances, the variance is 


close to or In excess of $10,000. The 
widest range appears in the street di- 
vision of the public works department, 
where the budget provides $130,445 
but Jacobson computed a salary cost 
of $172,907. 


City Mgr. James Watson was able to 


answer some of Jacobson's questions 
at the April meeting, but said he 
could not respond to all of them im- 
mediately. The remaining points are 
to be handled by the committee. 


Huddlcston said the committee also

Have you heard the one about the concrete boat? 
Ralph Hanses has — a million times. During the three 


years he has been building a cement boat In his back- 
yard, the 29-year-old Arlington Heights resident said 
jokes have become "a continual thing." 


"People call It 'the Sakrete wonder' and things like 


that. They're always telling me it will sink," he said. 
Hanses also has earned the nickname 'Gappy' from 
family and friends and said people "call me Noah when 
it rains a lot." 


The partially completed 45-foot catch-rig sailboat 


looks like an ark with the concrete hull towering above 
trees and bushes hi the backyard. When finished, .the 
boat wilt weigh close to 20 tons. 


Armed with blueprints purchased from a New Zea- 


land naval architect, Hanses has spent weekday eve- 
nings and weekends working on the boat. 


"I knew when I started it would take two or three 


years. It's just a challenge — it's part of my nature — I 
love to do that kind of thing," he said. 


HANSES GOT the idea of building the boat while 


serving in the U.S. Navy. He saw his first concrete boat 
in a Vancouver, B.C. Canada shipyard and spent much 
of his time there researching the project. He also spent 
two years studying shipbuilding and concrete building. 


"I've spent a lot of time trying to figure out the blue- 


prints. The plans arc vague and sometimes they leave a 
lot to be desired," he said. 


One of Hanses' biggest problems is contending with 


curious passersby. "Everybody's inquisitive — they ask 
a thousand questions," he said. 


Because of the number of people stopping to ask ques-

"I knew when I started It would take two or three 


years. It's just a challenge — it's part of my nature — I 
love to do that kind of thing," he said.

He said 
anyone interested in seeing the boat could call him 
weekdays at 439-5300. 


"If I have time, I'm more than happy to answer ques- 


tions. But sometimes, like when I'm welding, I'd rather 
.not have people around," he said. 


NEIGHBORS HAVE been "super cooperative," Han- 


ses said, adding that many of them stop by to "help me 
do things." 


"I checked with them before I started building the 


boat and I try' not to work late at night when it would 
disturb people," he said. 


Hanses already has spent $20,000 on the project, in- 


cluding the costs of 18,00 pounds of cement and im- 
ported Belgium mesh for the hull. When completed, the 
boat will feature a split cabin design with sleeping facil- 
ities for nine, two baths and a galley. It will be outfitted 
with Honduras mahogany, white oak and bnmie fit- 
tings. 


"I've already had offers for the boat but I haven't 


thought about selling it," he said. Hanses estimates the 
boat would cost up to $120,000 commercially, adding 
that everything is "handmade." 


THE BOAT should be finished by the end of summer 


and Hanses said he plans to launch it on the Great 
Lakes next spring. 


Despite the skepticism of some observers, he has no 


doubts about the final project. 


"I'm completely confident it will float," he said. 


SiHlteiLjSHSXS £»£K!£ffi^~».s-i, 


Builder hired wife of an ex-mayor

Levitt and Sons, Inc. — 'a major 


Buffalo Grove housing developer — 
hired tho wife of former Village Pros. 
Gary Armstrong to decorate the firm's 
model homes in a Now Lenox, III., 
subdivision, a Herald Investigation 
has disclosed, 


Lovllt and Sons Inc. apparently 


paid her several thousand dollars for 
tho work In 1072 at a time Levitt was 
seeking village approval for- Its 
Strathmoro Grove development in 
Buffalo Grove. 


Both Armstrong and his wife, Ocde, • 


denied any wrongdoing. Armstrong 
was defeated last month in his bid for 
reelection to a second term and left 
office April 21. Mrs. Armstrong Is a 
Buffalo Grove Pork District commis- 
sioner. 


"We didn't do one thing wrong," he 


said In an Interview. "If we did not 
violate the public trust, this story has' 
no business being in the paper, and 
wo have not." 


Armstrong and his wife refused to 


disclose the amount Levitt paid her 
decorating firm, Interiors by Dede. 
Levitt now Is known as Levitt Resi- 
dential Communities, Inc. 


BUT ROBERT T. CRAIG, a former 


DEDE ARMSTRONG 


Levitt vice president and regional 
manager, said "she gave us a low fig- 
ure, something like $500 a house, and 
she was willing to work In a tight 
time frame." 


Craig said Levitt had difficulty in 


1972 finding a decorator willing to 
travel to Its Greenbriar development 
in New Lenox, east of Joliet. 


Of two Chicago-area decorators the 


firm used, he said, one turned down 
the job In New Lenox and the other 
was too high-priced. Levitt also has 
developments In Schaumburg and Na- 
pervllle. 


Mrs. Armstrong said In the inter- 


view that she was approached by 
Craig and asked to submit a bid for 
the New Lenox job. Craig said Levitt 
attorneys approved the deal because 
Interiors by Dede was low bidder and 
the bids could be documented. 


"I was always Impressed by Gary," 


said Craig, now an executive with the 
Florida real estate division of Gulf Oil 
Co. "He was honest and professional. 
There was never any thought that 
(the decorating job) would Influence 
our work In Buffalo Grove." 


Levitt submitted plans for annexa- 


tion and rezonlng of Its Strathrnore 
Grove subdivision in July 1972. Ap- 
proval of final plans was given by the 
Buffalo Grove Village Board in Octo- 
ber 1973.

IN A U G U S T 1972, Armstrong 


created a controversy when he an- 
nounced he had accepted a' job as 
marketing director for James Otis De- 
velopment Co., another Buffalo Grove 
developer.

He said he quit the job after three 


or four weeks because of protests by 
village residents. 


At that time, Armstrong also dis- 


closed that he earlier had been of- 
fered a job by Levitt. But Levitt offi- 
cials became concerned about his vil- 
lage post and "asked him to resign as 
village president, Armstrong said.in 


the interview. When he refused, the 
job offer was withdrawn, he said. 


Armstrong said the loss of the jobs 


cost him at least $50,000. 


"I can prove to you how much that 


decision to remain as village president 
has cost us," he said, adding that the 
loss of potential income was made 
worse by depleting of family savings 
while he was unemployed. 


Both Armstrong and his wife 


worked on the New Lenox decorating 
project, they said. Armstrong said he 
works on most of her decorating jobs. 
"It's a hobby for me," he said. 


ARMSTRONG ALSO disclosed in 


the interview that Interiors by Dede 
has done work for Grand Spaulding 
Dodge, Dundee and Arlington Heights 
Roads, and Stan Lieberman Realty, 
Inc., ISO W. Dundee Rd. 


Both firms received rezonings from 


the village board during Armstrong's 
term as village president. He was 
elected to the top village post in 1971. 


"We're entitled to earn a living In 


that damn town," Armstrong said.

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Track owners to submit proposals 
Village awaits plan 
for football stadium 


Village officials say they still are 


waiting lo hear from Madison Square 
Garden Corp. on its proposal lor an 
80,000-Mat football stadium at Arling- 
ton Park Race Track. 


In the meantime, they are busy 


compiling background information on 
stadiums built recently In Orchard 
Park, N.Y. (suburban Buffalo), Fox- 
boro, Mass, (suburban Boston) and 
Pontlac, Mich, (suburban Detroit). 


Alan Cohen, president of Madison 


Square Garden Corp., told The Herald 
last month that he hoped to present a 
feasibility study to the village board 
in May or June. 


BUT VILLAGE Mgr. L>. A. Hanson 


said there has been no communication 
from the corporation about the sta- 
dium proposal, which Is expected to 
call upon the village to finance the 
project with tax-free revenue bonds. 
The construction cost has been esti- 
mated at $35 million. 


The location of the proposed sta- 


dium never has been specified, though 
It Is believed to be northwest of the 
existing grandstand. There is no plan 
to tear down the track or the stands. 


Race track land west of Salt Creek, 


where a 5,000-unit apartment housing 
development has been proposed, is not 
thought to be involved in the stadium 
proposal. 


Search for body in swollen river 
Arlington Hts. fisherman 
drowns in boating accident 


Arlington Heights village trustees 


have said they are opposed to issuing 
general-obligation bonds for an Ar- 
lington Park stadium, but are willing 
to consider a proposal for revenue- 
bond financing If it would not impose 
any additional tax burdens on village 
residents. 


REVENUE BONDS would be paid 


for exclusively out of income derived 
from the use of the stadium. If Issued 
by the village and therefore tax-ex- 
empt, the interest rate on the bonds 
would be lower than privately issued 
bonds. 


Edward McCaskcy, Bears' vice 


president and chairman, said If the 
stadium is approved, the Bears would 
sign a long-term lease for the facility 
"at least as long as the life of the 
bonds." 


Other possible users that have been 


mentioned for the stadium are the 
Chicago Sting, a new professional soc- 
cer team, and perhaps two track 
teams, McCaskcy said. 


An Arlington Heights man was 


swept away in the flood-swollen Mil- 
ftlsslppl River Saturday and feared 
drowned in a fishing accident.

He reportedly 
lost his balance and fell overboard.

County, Minn., who Is heading the 
search, said Finn colled out to»Can- 
non, "I'm all right," momenta before 
he was swept under by the current. 


Sheriff Stanton said the boat was 


tied to a warning sign at the time of 
the accident. Ho described the river, 
three feet above flood stage, as "very 
treacherous." 


Dragging operations for Finn con-, 


tinucd without success Into Sunday of-' 
tcrnoon along both the* Minnesota and 
Wisconsin banks of the river. 


"We haven't found anything yet," 


Stanton said. "The current Is so bad 
the dragging equipment can't get to 
the bottom. It's a futile effort so far." 


The accident was the first reported 


'drowning at the popular fishing and 
resort area this year, Stanton said.

Have you heard the one about the concrete boat? 
Ralph Hanses has — a million times. During the three 


years he has been building a cement boat in his back- 
yard, the 29-year-old Arlington Heights resident said 
jokes have become "a continual thing." 


"People call it 'the Sakrete wonder' and things like 


that. They're always telling me it will sink," he sold. 
Hanses also has earned the nickname 'Gappy* from 
family and friends and said people "call me Noah when 
it rains a lot." 


The partially completed 45-foot catch-rig sailboat 


looks like an ark with the concrete hull towering above 
trees and bushes in the backyard. When finished, the 
boat will weigh close to 20 tons. 


Armed with blueprints purchased from a New Zea- 


land naval architect, Hanses has spent weekday eve- 
nings and weekends working on the boat. 


"I knew when I started it would take two or three 


years. It's just a challenge — it's part of my nature — I 
love to do that kind of thing," he said. 


HANSES GOT the idea of building the boat while 


serving in the U.S. Navy. He saw his first concrete boat 
in a Vancouver, B.C. Canada shipyard and spent much 
of his time there researching the project. He also spent 
two years studying shipbuilding and concrete building. 


"I've spent a lot of time trying to figure out the blue- 


prints. The plans are vague and sometimes they leave a 
lot to be desired," he said. 


One of Hanses' biggest problems Is contending with 


curious passersby. "Everybody's inquisitive — they ask 
a thousand questions," he said. 


Because of the number of people stopping to ask ques- 


tions, Hanses doesn't want his address in print. He said 
anyone Interested in seeing the boat could call him 
weekdays at 4394300. 


"If I have time, I'm more than happy to answer ques- 


tions. But sometimes, like when I'm welding, I'd rather 
not have people around," he said. 


NEIGHBORS HAVE been "super cooperative,'.' Han- 


ses said, adding that many of them stop by to "help me 
do things." 


"I checked with them before I started building the 


boat and I try not to work late at night when it would 
disturb people," he said. 


Hanses already has spent $20,000 on the project, In- 


cluding the costs of 18,00 pounds of cement and im- 
ported Belgium mesh for the hull. When completed, the 
boat will feature a split cabin design with sleeping facil- 
ities for nine, two baths and a galley. It will be outfitted 
with Honduras mahogany, white oak and bronze fit- 
tings. 


"I've already had offers for the boat but I haven't 


thought about selling it," he said. Hanses estimates the 
boat would cost up to $120,000 commercially, adding 
that everything is "handmade." 


THE BOAT should be finished by the end of summer 


and Hanses said he plans to launch it on the Great 
Lakes next spring. 


Despite the skepticism of some observers, he has no 


doubts about the final project. 


"I'm completely confident it will float," he said.

Builder hired wife of an ex-mayor

Levitt and Sons, Inc. — a major 


Buffalo Grovo housing developer — 
hired the wife of former Village Pres. 
Gary Armstrong to decorate the firm's 
model homes In a New Lenox, III., 
subdivision, o Herald Investigation 
has disclosed. 


Levitt and Sons Inc. apparently 


paid her several thousand dollars for 
I ho work In 1072 at a time Levitt was 
seeking village approval for its 
Strathmore Grove development in 
Buffalo Grove. 


Both Armstrong and his wife, Dcde, 


denied any wrongdoing. Armstrong 
was defeated lost month in his bid for 
reelection to a second term and left 
office April 21. Mrs. Armstrong is a 
Buffalo Grove Park District commis- 
sioner. 


"We didn't do one thing wrong," he 


said in an Interview. "If we did not 
violate the public trust, this story has 
no business being In the paper, and 
wo have not." 


Armstrong and his wife refused to 


disclose the amount Levitt paid her 
decorating firm, Interiors by Dede. 
Levitt now Is known aa Levitt Resi- 
dential Communities, Inc. 


BUT ROBERT T. CRAIG, a former

Levitt vice president and regional 
manager, sold "she gave us a low fig- 
ure, something like $500 a house, and 
she was willing to work in a tight 
time frame." 


Craig said Levitt had difficulty In 


1072 finding a decorator willing to 
travel to Its Greenbriar development 
in New Lenox, east of Joliet. 


Of two Chicago-area decorators the 


firm used, he said, one turned down 
the job In New Lenox and the other 
was too high-priced. Levitt also has 
developments in Schaumburg and Na- 
pe rvlllc. 


Mrs. Armstrong said in the inter- 


view that she was approached by 
Craig and asked to submit a bid for 
.the New Lenox job. Craig sold Levitt 
attorneys approved the deal because 
Interiors by Dcde was low bidder and 
the bids could be documented. 


"I was always impressed by Gary," 


' said Craig, now an executive with the 
Florida real estate division of Gulf Oil 
Co. "He was honest and professional. 
There waa never any thought that 
(the decorating job) would influence 
our work In Buffalo Grove." 


Levitt submitted plans for annexa- 


tion and rezoning of its Strathmore 
Grove subdivision In July 1972. Ap- 
proval of final plans was given by the 
Buffalo Grove Village Board in Octo- 
ber 1973. 


IN A U G U S T 1972, Armstrong' 


created a controversy when he an- 
nounced he had accepted a job as 
marketing director for James Otis De- 
velopment Co., another Buffalo Grove' 
developer.

He said he quit the job after three 


or four weeks because of protests by 
village residents. 


At that time, Armstrong also dis- 


closed that be earlier had been of- 
fered a job by Levitt. But Levitt offi- 
cials became concerned about his vil- 
lage post and asked him to resign as 
village president, Armstrong said in 


the Interview. When he refused, the 
job offer was withdrawn, he said. 


Armstrong said the loss of the jobs 


cost him at least $50,000. 


"I can prove to you how much that' 


decision to remain as village president 
has cost us," he said, adding that the 
loss of potential Income was made 
worse by depleting of family savings 
while he was unemployed. 


Both Armstrong and his wife 


worked on the New Lenox decorating 
project, they said. Armstrong said he 
works on most of her decorating jobs. 
"It's a hobby for me,',' he said. 


ARMSTRONG ALSO disclosed in 


the interview that Interiors by Dede 
has done work for Grand Spauldlng 
Dodge, Dundee and Arlington Heights 
Roads, and Stan Lleberman Realty, 
Inc., 150 W.Dundee Rd. . 


Both firms received rezonlngs from 


the village board during Armstrong's 
term as village president. He was 
elected to the top village post In 1971. 


"We're entitled to earn a living in 


that damn town," Armstrong said. 


Robert Brandwein, acting regional 


manager for Levitt, confirmed last 
week that the Armstrong firm bad
